(lali emphasizes the irony of any 
idealism dial cannot he squared with 
a realistic a ppiai.su I of what life 1$ 
like— marriage is for ell oi l. romance 
for adolescence, love depends on 
honest knowledge and .sympathy, on 
affection and shared problems. In a 
sense, this is a hook about becom- 
ing middle-aged, although Miss Tin- 
da M is too lively and intelligent an 
inquirer into motive to appear staid, 
She is nevertheless a pragmatist, 
even down K> her deliberately "res- 
ponsible" title - marriage is not for 
flic adventurous, committed spirit ; 
the "day-to-day fabric of living” is 
at leas! 011c means or dealing with 
tragedy, death, and disillusionment. 
This is’ not to dispuiugc Ihc consider- 
able panache with which Miss 'Tin- 
dall allows herself journalistic rein 
when writing about places- on 
Paris, and on the peculiar beauty of 
the Dordogne and of Israel, she hits 
obviously enjoyed being moderately 
romantic. Perhaps Antonia is not 
quite spontaneous enough in her un- 
ceasing self-absorption, her confor- 
mity mure apparent, maybe, than 
Miss Tindall is nwnro. But the criti- 
cal intelligence Unit is allowed to 
appear provides .sonic sparkling 
comment on the external events that 
colour her diary.

mid university teachers liu* tended 
to decline over Hie ptwl fifty years 
or so. A'l the moment . un'iver-silty 
teacher* earn about twice as much 
on average as the adult male manual 
worker. In the United States the dif- 
ferential is less, and one assumes that 
in poorer countries it is more, as is 
generally the 0.1 sc. On Hie oilier 
hand, although the uni versify teacher 
is not dranuric.i'liy better off than the 
manual worker, Iris prewige in the 
community is reasonably high, and 
dearly -tile advantages of doing a job 
which is hoHi pleasant and regarded 
lux socially useful arc not to be Jigli'lly 
discounted.
